Using one hand each and dinging to the building with 
the other, the patrolmen gingerly raised Mrs. Miller's 
body to the ledge. Then they reopened the broken window 
and freed her legs. Finally, they eased her brad first into 
the building.

The finger on the trigger of this weapon, which 
Is lethal enough to cripple if not destroy a large part 
of the Western Alliance, belongs to the country’s presi¬ 
dent, Archbishop Makarios. 

This man. who is both temporal and spiritual 
leader of the ialand'a Greek Cypriot majority, is so 
ruthlessly dedicated to his pursuit of enoaia (union 
with Greece! that not even the threat of a major 
war is sufficient to divert him from his chosen course. 

To much of the outside world Archbishop Ms- 
karioa’ devious diplomacy and apparent disregard of 
human rights and lives seems Incomprehensible. 

Directly leading to this present crisis was hi* 
rejection earlier this year of the constitution upon 
which the republic of Cyprus was founded in 1960. 

This irresponsible act brought his country to the brink 
of civil war—a situation which forced him to call upon 
the British government to fly in troops to re-eatablish 
law and order. 

Shortly after British troops had succeeded In 
bringing about a truce between the rival racial fac¬ 
tions and restoring a semblance of peace to the island 
Archbishop Makarios peremptorily ordered them to 
get out. 

To baek his demand he called upon the United 
Nations to take over the job of policing Cyprus. The 
United Nations responded by raising an international 
I Tree, Including Canadians, and dispatching it with 
commendable speed to the troubled republic. 

However, on its arrival in Cyprus the UN Force 
received little better treatment than the British sol¬ 
diers before them. So hampered and restricted waa 
it by the government of Archbishop Makarios that it 
found it impossible to carry out its job of bringing 
peace to the island. 

Largely neutralized on the orders of the arch¬ 
bishop UN troops were placed In the unhappy posi¬ 
tion of often being forced to stand idly by while 
Greek and Turkish Cypriota waged bitter war with 
each other. 

In recent weeks both sides have been receiving 
military aid from outside. Greek Cypriota have been 
receiving large shipments of war material from G r eece 
quite openly^nd with the apparent approval of Arch- 
biahop Makarios. 

Turkish Cypriota, on the other hand, have found 
their supplies a little more difficult to come by be¬ 
cause ot the lack of good harbor facilities in the 
Turkish areas. 

To make up for this the Turkish government took 
n direct hand in the affair by exercising its fleet off 
Cypriot shores and ordering its aircraft to strafe 
Greek Cypriot strongholds. 

Reprehensible as this warlike action was, it at 
least succeeded in bringing mattera to a head. But 
w nether or not It will bring Archbishop Makarios to 
his senses is another matter. 

Though through the direct intervention of UN 
Secretary-General U Thant an uneasy peace exists on 
the island today, the problem of Cyprus still remains.

T7ROM SCANDINAVIA came the idea ot the ombuds- 

man or protector of the public from the errors 
and obstinacies of the government service, an Institu¬ 
tion which seems gradually to be winning favor far 
afield. Now In Sweden, the product of peculiar cir¬ 
cumstances but nevertheless bound to engage the at¬ 
tention of politicians in many other countries, another 
proponed innovation is reported receiving serious con¬ 
sideration. This is the provision of campaign funds 
for all parties by the government—meaning the tax¬ 
payers. 

The Swedish situation, which at preaent certainly 
has no parallel in the Canadian national scene, is 
that concern is felt there for the survival of demo¬ 
cratic com petition! so firmly are the Social Democrat* 
esconced and ao difficult it is aa a result for the oppo¬ 
sition parties to raise the funds to vie for the electors* 
support. The suggestion ia that every party should 
receive from the government about $2.25 for each 
vote it obtains in the elections. 

Whether such a system would actually reverse 
the trend toward a single-party state in Sweden is 
open to question. It might be supposed that the 
politically rich would become very much richer and 
the poor no better off by comparison. 

But transported to Canada, the idea conceivably 
could have some appeal to all the parties represented 
in the House of Commons At the rate proposed in 
Stockholm, none except perhaps the western variety 
of Social Crediters would be completely unready finan¬ 
cially for a new campaign at any time.

It is impossible to believe that the party organiza¬ 
tions would not like to have such resources at their 
instant command.

About 30 per cent t»f the total deer 
population are fawns from last year. 

He predicts hunter* will bag 25,000 deer, up from lest 
year's 23,600. 

-It all depends on the weather." he says. 

He expects the elk harvest will be close to 300 this year. 
Last year, when lor the first time elk season was opened 
at the same time as deer season north of the Alberni Parks- 
ville highway. 280 elk were bagged, compared with the prev¬ 
ious average of 50. 

This year the season will be the same. North of the 
Albemi Highway elk season will come in with deer on Sept. 
12 and continue until Nov. 1 with an open season on antler- 
less elk from Oct. 10 to Oct. 18. 

South of Alberni Inlet and the Albemi Parksville high¬ 
way open season on bull elk only will be Oct. 3 to Oct. 25. 

With the opening of the logging roads to the north of 
the Island hunters will have a new elk hunting area In the 
Kokixh and lower KimpkiMi Valleys, but our observations 
from our recent trip to the top of the Island Indicate elk 
hunting there might be a ticklish situation calling tor a 
great deal of tact and hunter manners. 

Two or three braggard and boorish type hunters could 
create a tense situation and open up an access battle that 
need never occur. 

Better access to the elk area* of the Tahsis Co tree 
farm licence and the Elk River Timber holdings would be 
desirable. Laat year the newly-organized Gold River Fish 
and Game Clutajlid make a good atari towards getting some 
of the sideroad access areas open to hunters. 

Sometimes it is discouraging to have to fight for your 
rights ... to use Crown lands upon which tree cutting rights 
have been leased to timber companies, but there is a question 
of using private roads. 

But, the situation ia quickly righting itself by more 
amicable understanding on the part of timber companies and 
recreattontsts. A little patience and manners now will pay

When the gladiolus come* into 
bloofn, an* problem which confronts 
the novice gardener la how much 
stem to take when the flower aplkea 
are cut. 

In this, he la rather between the 
devil ahd the deep blue sea. He needs 
a good long stem to evoke those oo's 
and ah'a of admiration from the 
Little Woman and from the neigh¬ 
bors next door, for a short-stemmed 
glad spike looks stubby and all out 
of proportion. But to get the long 
stem, he haa to out away down to a 
point where some of the leaves are 
sacrificed, and this isn’t good, for a 
gladiolus plant needs all its leaves 
after blooming to plump up the bulb 
for next year's flower. 

a * * 

Fortunately, there is a method of 
cutting long-stemmed spikes of 
flowers without cutting away any of 
the loliage. and as the technique is 
quite simple. It la well worth learn¬ 
ing. 

First, look at the fan of leaves 
and locate the point where the 
fourth and fifth leaves from the bot¬ 
tom cross over. If you feel at this 


point with the thumb and forefinger, 
you can locate the stem within. 

Next, open the smallest blade on 

your pocket knife and thrust It 

straight through the fan of leaves 
at this point, making a tiny horlsontal 
S lit about half an inch long. The Idea 
her# la to sever the flower stem at 
this point with the smallest possible 
cut 

a * * * 

Now take the flower spike in hand 
and twist It, first one way and then 
the other, until you fed It break off 
deep down within the sheath of 

foliage. Lift it carefully out of its 
socket, and there you have a beauti¬ 
ful long spike without the loss ot a 
single leaf all leave* are retained on 
the plant to begin their work of build¬ 
ing a new bulb for next spring's 
planting 

Speaking of glads. I have had 
quite a number of complaints this 
year of bent, twisted and distorted 
spikes. One oommoo causa qt kinked 
spikes ta overfeeding, for'-If you 
push a gladiolus along too fast with 
overdoses of fertilizer, growth is soft 
and sappy, with a decided tendency to 
distortion. 


An even more common cause, 
though, is too much variation In soil 
moisture—soil which is too dry one 
day and too wet the next, a situation 
which is e^epMBy common to soils 
insufficiently stocked with humua. 
The gladiolus plant la a hound for 
water—one of Its ancestors was found 
growing wild right in the spray from 
the tremendous Victoria Falls in 
Africa—and the moment the .roots 
get thirsty, the flower aplke gob an 
limp and starts to droop like s wax 
candle In a hot room. When the 
plants are watered and soil moisture 
restored, the stem trie* to straighten 
itself out, but it never quite makes 
it and Is usually left with a perma¬ 
nent kink. 

* * * 

Actually, the bottom needn't drop 
out of your world just because the 
atems of your pet glads are kinked. 
True, you'll never win a prize at a 
flower show with these specimens, 
but anyone with a flair for floral 
arrangements can make a much more 
interesttog creation with these bent 
and crooked stems than with those 
which ara aa stiff and straight aa a 
ramrod.

The AngloCanadian Mill, 
that was named Eureka mill 
until 19M. is noted tor having 
one of the landmarks of Na¬ 
naimo Harbor, a 12S-foot-high 
burner. 

EMPLOYS l»S' 

The mill employs 10.1 local j 
persona and yields a monthly, 
payroll of almost 00,000. It Wis 
taken over in 1958 hy Anglo-Ca-I 


nadian Timber Products, a 
subsidiary of Puget hound Pulp 
and Tlmljer. 

The mill was situated on the 
Nanaimo Lakes fined from 1940 
to 1943 when a hr* almost de¬ 
stroyed all the holdings. At 
that time the move was made 
to the harbor area, where it 
stretches for mmv than half a 
mile. 

EXPORT UMBER 

In one eight-hour shift the 
mill produces approximately 
12V 000 FRM of lumber for ex¬ 
port. 

The lumber is shipped from 
the assembly docks to the Uni¬ 


ted Kingdom, ItoHand. Ger¬ 
many. Australia, Japan, Puerto 
Rico, and the United States. 
The chipper plant is in produc¬ 
tion for the Bellingham pulp 
mill while hog fuel goes to 
PoweU River.
